Safeway Completing 
Expansion Program

Ground Is being broken for the 
hew JBOO.OOO five Story addition to 
the present wnrehouse and office 
building of the Snfewny Stores 
I,os Angeles, whicli will emln 
one of the largest nnd rnont iif 
dnte bnkery plants on the en 
Pacific Coast.

As announced by Edward Dale, 
vice president of the {treat groc 
system nnd general manager of the 
4BO stores operating throughout 
Southern California, work on the 
new fireproof, reinforced concrete 
structure Will be rushed to com­ 
pletion In order to care for the 
constantly Increasing demand for 
bakery products from every sec­ 
tion of Southern California.

When completed the. new plant, 
together with the adjoining pres­ 
ent structure, will embrace close 
to 240,000 square feet of floor 
space. The basement of the new 
building has been provided with a 
series of cold storage rooms for the 
storage of perishable merchandise, 
and Is so designed that the amount 
of refrigeration in the various 
rooms may be. diminished or in­ 
creased depending on the season of 
the year.

A {eature of the new bakery will 
be the largest travelling oven in 
the west, with a total length of 
more than 100 feet. The dough 
enters at one end and emerges in 
loaves at the other, undergoing the 
irocess of baking while travelling 
ilowly from opening to exit. Ap­ 

proximately $165,000 worth of bak­ 
ery machinery will be installed.

REPORT ACCIDENTS

July 29th the changes made in the Vehicle Act by the 1927 Legisla­ 
ture became effective. It is now necessary to report all traffic acci­ 
dents In which persons are killed or Injured. When an accident has 
occurred within a city, the report should be made to the police depart­ 
ment, which must forward a copy to Sacramento. When ni 
has occurred in the county outside of a city, the report mils 
direct to the Division of Motor Vehicles at Sacramento. One 
to comply with this provilson commits a misdemeanor and an be severe­ 
ly punished. Full co-operation is urged so that a true ['let 
serious accident situation may be obtained.
